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REMARKS 

I. Claim Rejections under Double Patenting 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-17 and 19-40 on the grounds of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of U.S. Patent No. 
6,905,170. A Terminal Disclaimer is submitted herewith to overcome this rejection. 
IL Improper Final Rejection 

Applicant respectfully notes that the Final rejection in this instance was improper. 

Given that this application was filed as a continuing application of the now-cited prior art 
reference as well as the fact that all but one of the claims had been previously allowed, Applicant 
contends that the minor amendments to the claims did not necessitate the new grounds of 
rejection. 

Nonetheless, the entry of the aforementioned Terminal Disclaimer herewith renders this 
rejection moot. 
777. Conclusion
